N 1642, There was 21009 |, of thereabours due upon the Mortgages of the 
I Mannors of Srepney and —_ ; In 1652, the Intereſt did raiſe the Debr to 
to 30000 |. and upwards, little Profits being at that time to be received ( moſk 
of the Eſtate being in Leaſe under a {mall Rent, untill rhe year 1652, and that 
which was to be had, extended by rhe Lady #+14 upon a Statute); That Sir #11- 
Lam Smith and others who had Incercſt in thoſe Mortgages, did dif poſe of the 
Mannors of Steprry and Hackney, and moſt of the Mortgaged Lands to Blackwell 
for 28000 |. part of which, 2:z- 11000 |. or thereabours, he really paid ; the 
refidue he was to pay to Dr. Glembam, Sir William Smith and others, at dayes to 
come ; for ſecurity whereof, they kept the Mannors ingaged, bur did permir 
Blackzel! to enter and take the Profirs ; which he did ro Lady Day 1558. thar 
Rent included ; and during that time, did diſpole of divers parcells of the Land 
for Money, bur paid not one penny of the remaining Debt to Sir william Smith; or 
Dr, Glembam ;, but they earneſtly preſsing him for their Moncy, or thar they 
would re-enter upon the Mannors, he did conſent the Mangors thould be ſold, 
and did by Indenture the 22. of March 1657, which is wirhin three days of Lady 
Day 1658, convey his Intereſt in the Mannors to Sir #il/tam Smith, and Edward 
Gittings Eſquire, to be ſold for the payment of the ſaid Sums of Money, and of 
1399001. torhe Uſurper; (And this Direction of Blackwell to pay the (aid 1 3000], 
is by them called a Stated De6:, and, rhey ſay, chargeth the Eari's Land, although 
Blackwell hath received his whole Money, Pcincipal and Intereſt ; } Thar Sir #71- 
liam Smith, and Edward Gittings could not ſell to pay the 13000 1], untill they had 
firſt cleared the Eſtate of rhe Mortgages ; fo they ſod Land tothe value of about 
800 |. to pay partof the Mortgage-Money : Bur before they could (ell ro pay 
the 13000 1, His Gratious Majeſty was Reſtored, and rhe Earl to the Redemp- 
tion of his Eſtate, paying to every body whar they had Boe fide advanced upon it, 
Thar Sir #:1l;amz Smith and the reſt conccrned therein, have freely ſubmictcd to 
the Earl's Redemption, and have uſed him kindly therein ; But the Lady Belhawen 
who claims Blacknzel's Intereſt, doth refuſe ro come to account with the Earl.
